During  tho  roocnt  interpellations  in  tho  Diet,  the  present  pbreign 
Ktf.nl ster  expressed  our  attitude  and  determination  in  a  straightforward  way 
to  urge  reconsideration  on  the  part  rf  the  united  Stotos,  and  Is  raking  efforts 
to  cako  it  clear  that  our  notional  resources  have  not  been  so  much  used  up. 

On  your  arrival  at  your  post  please  make  continuous  effort  to  make  the 
prosident  aid  the  leading  numbers  in  the  Government  end  among  tho  poople 
know  the  japan's  'real  intention  thoroughly,  explaining  to  ther:.  fully,  as  you 

think  fit,  the  following  points. 

0> 

1.  it  is  the  inherent  mission  of  both  japan  and  the  U*S,A«  to  rescue 
modern  civilization  from  catastrophe  end  bring  peace  and  prosperity  to  the 
Paolfic,  and  i^  i3  cur  duty  to  cooperate  with  each  other  to  accomplish  this 
njasion.  .  On  the  basis  of  this  faith.  Japan  wishes  for  the  development  of 
diplomatic  relatione  between  Japan  and  the  U.S.A.  But  unfortunately,  the 
American  Government  and  people  do  not  try  to  understand  Japen's  real  intention} 
instead,  they  misconstrue  Japan's  notion  os  a  threat  towards  the  united 
States.  This  is  a  grave  and  very  dangerous  /p.  2 /  illusion,  indoed.  Japan 

Is  strongly  determined  to  exeoute  the  slreody-fixod  policy  at  tho  risk  of  tho 
nation's  destiny,  go  if  America  should  believe  that,  on  the  basis  of  informa¬ 
tion,  that  thero  are  still  somo  people  among  the  Japanese  who  ere  secretly 
opposed  to  the  Tripartite  Pact  (of  course,  there  are,  but  thpre  are  such 
people  in'  er^y  country"!;  or,  overestimating  the  exhaustion  of  Japan’s  natural 
resources  due  to  the  prolongation  of  the  Chino  Incident,  a  strong  attitude  cn 
the  part  "of "the  united  Stotos  wculd  easily  cause  a  split  in  the  public  opinion 
cf  japan  o'r-'mko  us  give  in,  it  mild  be  a  ridiculous  misconstruction  and  we 
ore  afraid  that  such  a  belief  would  bring  quite  unfathomable  results. 

2.  consumption  of  --ur  national  resources  is  true  tc  seno  extent, 
but  not  fee  bad  ns  is  piopegated  in  America,  it  is  cur  notional  character 
to  repel  strongly  any  pressure  from  f>  reign  countries,  so  if  the  united 
States  should  purposely  obstruct  our  wey,  the  Jepar.e3e  Government  and  people 
will  unite  more  fimly  and  determine  strongly  tc  accomplish  the  ncticnal 
policy,  regardless  of  sacrifice.  Suppose  the  Tilted  States  should  bo  in  the 
same  situation  as  Japan,  th9  Americans  also  would  probably  ses  the  same 
result  as’tlfo  Japanese,  /p,3/  because  in  this  point  the  American  character  is 
very  similar '-'to  that  of  the  Japanese.  So  the  Americano  should  easily  under- 
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stand  such  psychology  and  also  the  result  caused  by  thio  psychology,  on  the 
other  hand i  it  should  be  ronenbered  thot  the  Japanese  ere  very  grateful  t- 
those  who  are  quite  sympathet ic  cr.d  have  complete  underat'  nding  Towards  then 
and  at  tines  will  even  make  c  .r.cossi  ns  or  compromises  under  xho  circumstances, 
even  if  it  is  not  logical.  The  intelligent  public  f  America  should  take 
these  characteristics  into  c  noideraticn. 

3.  There  is  not  one  person  in  japan  who  wishes  to  fight  against  America. 
Should  traJf  pr'iso  botween  japan  and  Anerioa,  it  vrulC.  be  Anerica  that  started 
it.  Amarioa  has  never  yet  gone  into  a  war  passively. 

h •  What  dees  Anerioa  expect  to  require  by  starting  a  war  with  Japan, 
anyhow?  Docs  she  wish  to  conquer  Japan  and  wipe  cut  the  Japanese  race? 
airely  there  is  no  one  in  America  who  has  such  an  idea.  Even  if  they  should 
have  such  a  drean,  it  is  absolutely  ir^eeiblo  t~  actualize  it,  Supposing 
that  America  oould  subjugato  jt.pan  and  cnf.rco  a  trosty  as  relentless  ns  the 
Versailles  Treaty,  japan  will  break  from  the  fetters  of  restraint  within 
thirty  years.  An  example  /  p.l*/  is  not  far  to  seek.  See  it  in  the  restric¬ 
tion  of  Germany.  Japan  has  a  unique  national  structure  unparalleled  in  the 
world.  She, haq  tided  ovor  many  difficult  situations  in  the  poet  under  the\ 
august  virtue  of  jjis  Majesty,  the  Bnpercr.  it  is  cortnin  that  the  restoration 
of  japan  Would  be  accomplished  far  more  rapidly  and  more  wonderfully  than  in 
Germany.  The  toper ial  ipuschrld  is  an  everlasting  source  of  our  notional  v 
power.  Without  understanding  this  uniquo  national  structure,  it  is  impossible 
understand  the  Japanese  people.  After  nil,  a  clash  between  Jnran  and  •. 
Anerica  will  not  only  lead  to  the  destruction  cf  the  two  countries  whore 
friendly  relations  should  exist  by  nature,  but  also  lead  to  the  destruction 
of  world  civilization.  America  has  nothing  to  acquire  from  it,  and,  when 
considered  ooolly,  a  war  botwoen  Ar.orica  and  Japan  ic  nrst  foolish-. 

5.  If  J&pen  and  America  should  ccr.c  to  war,  the  Soviet  union  will 
certainly  nake  seno  mrve.  And  if  japan  shr  uld  be  defeated  as  Ancrica 
anticipates,  the  Soviet  union  will  overwhelm  the  wh.3e  of  rhino,  corr.unizo 
it,  and,  gaining  ground,  ooucunize  the  greater  part  cf  Asia.  Would  America 
weloome  such  an  eventuality?  if,  by  any  chcnco,  Japan  should  be  defeated,  the 
situation  in  last  Asia  would  bo  alarming . 

6.  The  Japanese  foreign  policy  is  based  on  tho  great  idea  cf  Eight 
Corners  under  One  Eooi.  japan  devotes  herself  to  iueurn  the  peace  and  pros¬ 
perity  of  the  world,  /p.5/  of  course,  japan  has  Dot  the  leact  intention  of 
attacking  America,  so  wo  find  it  difficult  to  understand  wby  America  ic 
engrossed  in  nuking  military  preparation  against 'japan.  Japan  and  Ar.erica 
should  not  bo  pitted  against  each  other,  but  should  ccoparato  with  each  other. 
However,  not  only  are  the  American  statosnon  very  inciting  in  their  speech 
and  -action  against  japan  recently,  buta'Jso  their  air.  seems  to  bo  to  build 

up  a  groat  army,  big  enough  to  make  America  the  police  cf  the  whole  world. 

This  is  net  only  a  saO  thing  for  t.he  penco  of  tho  Pacific,  but  also  cf  no 
advantage  to  America.  America  ought  not  to  interfere  in  the  shperes  of  other 
strong  nations  at  nandefa,  but  awakon  to  her  otm  responsibility  towards  world

2.  There  are  srr.e  pecplo  whe  advocate  that  if  Japan  should  acquire  nili- 
tary  bases  in  Thailand,  Britain  should  record  it  as  a  violation  cf  the  N-n- 
aggression  Tact  with  ThcilcnJ  and  tc,  take  military  action  against  Thailand  at 
once.  Irany  reports  ore  sent  in  saying  that  for  this  purpose  Britain  is  cen- 
centrating  troops  on  the  iailay-Tha lie nd  frontier  and  sending  in  air-units. 

This  is  Stimulating  the  united  States,  Australia  end  also  Uilland  and  ether 
countries  very  ouch*  but  England,  under  CHUf.CH 2LL ,  i3  quite  m..litaut,  and  the 
situation  cannot  bo  easily  predicted,  connected  with  the  war  eituati'"^  in 
Earcpo  and/p c.8/  Africa.  This  has  been  mde  much  clearer  by  EDEN's  proposal

3,  japan  slruld  dispose  of  the  Chinn  Incident  at  eny  cost.  Especially 
if  japan  oould  succeed  in  building  up  a  foundation  in  French  lido-Chinn,  it 

is  quite  cloar  that  Japanese  power  ver  Britain  end  tho  Scuth  will  bec^r.o  more 
cprross ive  gradually.  Therefore  T  would  suggest  that  fron  the  poinc  -f  tact 
japan  should  regard  action  without  vrrds  as  the  first  principle;  declare 
clearly  to  Britain  that  japan  has  nc  intention  of  encroacning  upon  British 
territory  ard  also  express  her  strong  determination  not  to  allow  any  c<-untvy 
to  interfere  in  japan’s  negotiations  with  other  countries.

0~ op era t ivo  relation  between  Dutch  East  indies  and  the  United  States  and 
Great  Britain  has  become  ,m>uh  closer  recently  as  America's  cad  to  Eoitain  has 
become  ac-ive,  and  the  attitude  of  the  Dutch  East  TnJies  towards  Japan  is 
nothing  but  the  reflection  cf  the  attitude  cf  the  edited  States,  it  is  diffi¬ 
cult  tc  notice  such  a  distinction  between  then  as  is  generally  supposed  in 
japan.  America's  astituda  towards  japan  is  growing  worse  even  without  Secretary 
of  state  HULL'S  speech  at  congress.  There  is  roon  for  doubt  that  the  prob¬ 
lem  of  the  South  $eas.  especially  of  the  Dutch  Hass  Indies,  is  an  ir?;crtanb 
cause  for  America's  plan  of  a  huge  expansion  of  naval  ships,  it  should  be  said 
that  the  real  problem  lying  between  japan  and  America  is  not  Ghina  but  the  Da  boh 
East  indies.  Regardless  of  the  result  cf  the  /.nglo-Gerran  war,  the  united 
States  will  persistently  regard  with  hostility  japan  who  has  ambitions  towards 
the  South  Sea  islands,  oa  the  ether  hand  the  authorities  of  Dutch  Last  indies, 
consulting  their  ewa  interest^  desire  to  be  in  the  hands  of  the  united  states 
rethor  than  japan.  And  besides,  not  only  ure  they  in  such  a  condition  that 
they  can  expect  positive  aid  fr  n  both  the  united  States  end  Britain,  but  also 
think  that  net  even  Germany  will  agree  to  the  Dutch  Indies  coming  under  Japanese 
authority  as  a  dependency  so  easily,  /p,  lo/  on  the  other  hand,  in  the 
speech  of  the  Japanese  gevornnenb  against  the  United  states  and  Dutch  East 
indies  there  is  no  c  nsistent  underlying  strength,  and  finally  it  has  given' 
one  the  impression  that  barking  dogs  soidor.  bite;  and  the  Dutch  have  begun  tc  . 
underrate  Japan '3  real  power.  Tharo.fore  it  is  natural  for  the  Dutch  Fast 
mdios  to  follow  the  actijud3  cf  the  United  States.  At  this  tine,  then,  when 
the  united  states  is  about  to  push  on  with  her  oppression  against  japan,  it  is 
difficult  tc  expect  even  unsatisfactory  success  te  n  the  Dutch- Japanese 
negotiations,  its  breaking  up  is  only  a  question  of  tine.  The  acquiring 
th'‘so  thirteen  iter.s  of  necessary  corrrdities  wiil  neet  with  difficulties. 
That  is,  the  only  nears  for  japan  to  sew  tie  Inc  problem  cf  the  Patch  Disc  Indies 
is  by  exorcising  her  real  power.  ’.Tithout  this  detorninaticn  it  vill  be  quite 
fruitless  £cv  Japan  'tc  strive  tc  achieve  success  by  peaceful  nefjr fciatiens, 
shouting  loudly  for  the  eatablishmsat  cf  the  Go oater  i£_ac  Asia  D -prosperity 
Sphere  under  the  leadership  of  japan.

statesmen  and  the  concentration  cf  Japanese  troops,  it  must  not  be  overlooked 
that  there  aro  signs  that  japan  will  be  compelled  to  take  an  aggressive  action 
at  such  a  time  as  is  meet  advantageous  for  /p.  12/  on  aggressive  nation. 


influenced  by  the  urgent  cenditi  n  in  the  Orient,  the  anti- Japanese  atmos 
phere  in  British  Colombia  hus  increased,  unfounded  and  irresponsible  blame 
was  put  on  the  japancso-Ganadian,  so  that  the  government  appointed  a  special 
committee  tc  investigate  the  real  frets  of  the  situation  on  the  Pacific  Coast.
